R^ is aryl or l,3-benzodioxol-5-yl in which aryl and l,3-benzodioxol-5-yl may be 
substituted by 1 to 3 substituents, where the substituents are selected 
independently of one another from the group consisting of alkoxy, alkylthio, 
carboxyl, alkylcarbonyl, alkoxycarbonyl, aminocarbonyl, trifluoromethyl, 
halogen, carbamoyl, cyano, hydroxy, amino, alkylamino, nitro and optionally

alkoxy, and 

R^ is phenyl or l,3-benzodioxol-5-yl in which phenyl may be substituted by 1 to 3 
substituents, where the substituents are selected independently of one another 
from the group consisting of Ci-Ce-alkyl, Ci-Ce-alkoxy, carboxyl, Ci-Ce- 
alkylcarbonyl, Ci-Ce-alkoxycarbonyl, trifluoromethyl, fluorine, chlorine, 
bromine, cyano, hydroxy, amino, Ci-Ce-alkylamino andnitro,

R^ is phenyl, in which phenyl may be substituted by 1 or 2 substituents, where the 
substituents are selected independently of one another from the group consisting 
of methyl, methoxy, fluorine and chlorine, 

or one of its salts, its solvates or tho solvates of its salts 
or a salt thereof .

9. (Currently Amended) A modicamont pharmaceutical composition according to claim 6 
for the treatment and/or prophylaxis of viral infections. 

10. (Previously Presented) A method for controlling viral infections in humans and animals 
by administering an antivirally effective amount of at least one compound according to 

claim 1. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 10 wherein said infection is caused by a 
virus of the group Herpes viridae. 

12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 11 wherein said virus is a cytomegalovirus. 

13. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12 wherein said virus is human 

cytomegalovirus (HCMV). 

14. (Currently Amended) A method for controlling viral infections in humans and animals 
by administering an antivirally effective amount of a modicamont pharmaceutical 
composition according to claim 6. 

15. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 14 wherein said infection is caused by a 
virus of the group Herpes viridae. 

16. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 15 wherein said virus is a cytomegalovirus. 

17. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 16 wherein said virus is human 

cytomegalovirus (HCMV). 

1 8. (New) The process of Claim 4 wherein R^" is methyl or ethyl. 
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
